CURRENT . TOPICS. 








We are living on an international 
piane. A large part of the popu- 
lation dwells in towns, and not only 
is travel to digtant places rapid and 
frequent, but the movement of po- 
pulation from locality to locality 
and from country to country is & 
decided feature of the times. 
Through the utilization of steam 
and electricity villlages’ and coun- 
‘tries ‘have been brought. near to 
each other, the telegraphs, for ex- 
ample, almost annihilating dist- 
ance; hence the development of in- 
ternational commerce on aD un- 
precedented scale, each place re- 
ceiving the products of the farth- 
est lands. Simultaneously the de- 
mocratic trend in politics became 
more and more noticeable. Aecord- 
ingly to-day the total absence of 
constitutional government is @ rar- 
ity, and not only have most men 
the vote, but wonien will soon have 
it, too. Even the orient, which was 
supposed to be unalterably absolu- 
tistic in government, has offered us 
recently the gratifying spectacle of 
one nation after another, Egypt, 


India, Japan, Cliina, Persia, Tur- 
key, demanding a _ constitution, 
and in many cases obtaining it. 


Rapid transit and rapid news have, 
however, not only led to a close 
contact between individuals of the 
several nations, but between the 
nations themselves. Hence village 
politics has gradually given way to 
national] politics, and this to inter- 
ational politics, and men are con- 
sequently almost as sensitive to-day 
concerning what happens a thou- 
sand miles away as tu what happens 
next door. 


The growing intercourse between 
nations and the evolution of demo- 
citic government are not the only 


signs of our poried. The progress, 


o* acience during the last century 
bas developed in men a nove! sense, 
the sense of caution, a sense which 
is providing mankind with a new 


view of the world, and making us) 


seo things far more steadily than 
our forefathers saw them. Whilst 
science, by its international char- 
acter, has forged a further link be- 
tween the nations, it has 
same time played havoc with ill- 
founded beliefs. In aualyzing cur- 
rent religious views of human na- 
ture it was ied to affirm that man 
in primarily a social being and 
therefore tar from indifferent to 
the suitability or unsuitability of 
his environment. Hence the rigid 
orth coxy of a century ago has be- 
come impossible, and a freer and 
fisei diier relation towards those of 
other faiths prevails. These num- 
erous changes have transformed 
the spirit of the period. Distinc- 
tions of class, of nation, of race, 
oi religion, and of education have 
lost much of their ancient sting 
and a humaner tone is everywhere 
discernible. The almost total] dis- 
appearance of cruel sports, the 
kindly treatment of the insane, the 
nearly complete abolition of cor-

‘The just shall live by faith.’”’— 
Romans i. 17. 


There can be no faith without 
freedom. It is not faith to attempt 
or pretend to believe the things 
which you are told you must be- 
lieve. Even to scek to comply is 
t\ prove your fear rather than 
your faith, your apprehension) of 
some dread consequence attendant 
on failure to conform.

INVENTING A REAPER. 


Young MoCormick’s Machine Was 
the First to Cut Grain. 


Cyrrs Hall McCormick, a Sctocb- 
Irishman, ranks in history 4s the 
man who showed how to conquer the 
vast prairies of the American West. 
It is interesting to know that his 
father, Robert, was an inventor of 
no mean capacity. In 0 
workshops he fashioned an ingeni- 
ous hemp-brake and cleaner to be 
‘operated by horse-power. A clover- 
sheller and a hillside plow were 
also among his contributions to 
rural mechanics. Mr. R. ° 
Thwaites, the author of ‘‘Oyrus 
Hall McCormick and the Reaper, 
says that the son when but fifteen 
|years old surpassed the father in 


his work upon farming implements. 
| The father’s reaping-machine, 


standing outside the blacksmith. 


shop on the home farm, had been @ 
familiar and alluring spectacle to 
the boy His imagination was early 
fired with a desire to conquer the 
great practical d.fficuities of me- 
chanical reaping. When the father 
acknowledged himself defeated, 
Cyrus took up the problem on his 
own account. Later in that same 
summer of 1831, when but twenty- 
two years of age, young McCormick 
constructed a machine essentially 
unlike any mechanism proposed by 
his father »r any others who had 
before undertaken the task. He im- 
mediately demonstrated by practi- 
cal tests that the successful type 
had thus been created; and he 
never departed from that type, In 
conformity wherewith all success 
in this art has since proceeded. 

The grain supply of the world was 
then being gathered by hand, with 
no better implement than the sickle 
and the cradle, when, in the harv- 
est of 1831, young Cyrus Hall Mc- 
Cormick entered a field of rye on 
Walnut Grove Farm, and demon- 
strated to his delighted father that 
he bad at last established the cor- 
rect principle of cutting. His ex- 
perimental mechanism was of the 
rudest sort; but finding that the 
plan was satisfactory, to use his 
own words, ‘‘I had my machine 
more completely made, with the ad- 
dition of a gathering reel, and with 
a better arranged divider, ready 
for trial in a neighboring field of 
late oats, during the same harvest, 
in which I then cut very success- 
fully six or seven acres of crop.’’ 

It is recorded that Robert Mc- 
Cormick declared to a neighbor, 
“The reaper is a success, and I be 


lieve that I could not have made it!

Such 
bees he marks with green colored 
powder, He then places a second 
supply of syrup at the same dis- 
tance from the hive, but spaced at 
twenty feet from the former. Other 
bees are now engaged in the to 
and fro movement to this point, 
but these sre not the same indi- 
viduals as the green marked bees, 
who are still working on the first 
supply, and he wmarks these in 
red.

WHERE 12,000 PEOPLE CAN 
LISTEN TO SINGERS. 


Royal Albert Hall, London, is the 
Largest Concert Hall in 
the World. 


Besides being the grandest saloon 
in Europe, the Royal Albert Hall 
rightly lays claim to be the largest 
concert-hall in the world. . The 
building was commenced in 1867, 
took fourteen years to complete, 
and cost exactly $1,000,000. 

The hall can afford accommoda- 
tion for between 10,000 and 11,000, 
but on the occasion of Sims Reeve’s 
farewell concert 12,200 persons 
found accommodation under the 
huge glass roof. This number in- 
cluded 5,200 who were allowed to 
walk about the grand promenade 
near the roof. This number has 
since been declared to be the dan- 
|ger limit, and not more than 3,000 
'are now permitted on the promen- 
ade. 


SEATS FOR 999 YEARS. 


The Albert Hall was erected from 
part of the profits of the famous 
_ 1851 Exhibition, the rest of tne 
money being raised by subscrip- 
tion. It was arranged that every 
subscriber of $500 should be entit- 
led to a private seat, which belongs 
Be the subscriber until the lease 
‘of 999 years is completed, For 
' $1,000 they had the right to a pair 


‘of seats; $2,500, five stalls or a box. 


wf five seats; and for $5,000, a 
grand-tier box holding ten. ‘The 
ate Queen Vicwria subscribed 
$10,000, and had two grand-tier 
boxes which were converted into 
one. This is now the Royal box. 
The King, when Prince of Wales, 
also bought a grand-tier box, which 
(igs now the private property of the 
Prince of Wales. * 


$2,500 FOR A BOX. 


There are about 1,300 of these 
‘private seats, and the owuers can 
do just what they like with them— 
use them, lend them to their friends 
ov sell them—but they are liable, 
however, to an annual seat rate not 
exceeding $10 for upkeep. ‘Lhe 
owners can only be excluded at pri- 
va.e meetings where the pubilc are 
not admitted by payment. 

These seats are not regarded as 
ap investment, although they are 
fréquently in the market for sale. 
The stalls may realize anythi..g 
from 8175 to $250 each. The laie 
Duke of Edinburgh’s box on the 
‘grand tier fetched $2,250. 


ENGAGING THE HALL. 


| The charge for engaging the 
Royal Albert Hall for a concert, 
afternoon or evening, is $375, in- 
clusive of all expenses such as 
lighting, attendants, sale of tick- 





ets, police, and a staff of fifty gen-, 


tiemen who act as heuorary stew- 
ards. These stewards are business 
gentlemen, and iuclnde barristers, 
solicitors, stockbrokers, bankers, 
etc., who do the work simply for 
the love of the thing.

If every 
seat is required for a private meet- 
ing the rent would be $750.

BLOWING-. ELLS. 


There are three remarkable ex- 
amples of what are called blowing- 
wells, three miles from Norwich, 
England. Thev are about 100 fee 
apart, 3 feet in diameter, and from 
70 to 80 feet deep. At present they 
contain no water, but alternately 
they blow out and draw in air, the 
successive states of expulsion and 
inhalation of air each lasting sev- 
eral consecutive days. The force 
is sometimes sufficient to blow off 
an iron dome placed over the open- 
ing. When one of the wells inhales 
it sucks in leaves and other objects. 
There is a local belief that the wea- 
ther can be forecasted by the in- 
tensity of the blowing. A scienti- 
fic observer suggests that the phe- 
nomena may be connected with the 
atmospheric pressure, or, perhaps, 
with the rise and fall of the water 
in the river Yare, which is about 
two miles away. The we!ls are 
140 feet above sea-level, but the 
elevation Of the river is only four 
feet.

BREADLESS FOLK. 


In Some Parts of the World Bread 
is Seldom Seen. 


Baked loaves of bread are prac- 
tically unknown in Many parts of 
south Austria and Italy as well as 
the agricultural districts of Rou- 
mania, says the Bakers’ Weekly. 
In the villages of the Obersteier- 
mark, not very many miles from 
Vienna, bread is seldom seen, the 
staple food of the people being 
sterz, a kind of porridge made from 
ground beech nuts, whieh is taken 
at breakfast with fresh or curdled 
milk, at dinner with bretn or fried 
in lard, and with milk again at 
supper. This sterz is also known 
es he'den, and takes the place of 
bread not only in Stelermark bi i 
in Carynthia and in many parts of 
the ‘Tyrol. 

In the north of Italy the peasan- 
trv live chiefly *on polenta, a por- 
ridge made of boiled maize. The 
volenta, however, is not allowed 
to granulate like Scotch porridge, 
vr like the Austrian sterz, but is 
boiled into a solid pudding, which 
is cut and portioned out with a 
etring. It is eaten cold as often 
i$ it is hot, and is jin every sense 
the Italian peagant’s daily bread 
The modern Kumanians are heid

Fruit Marks Act. 

The administration of the fruit’ 
marks act has beenof immense value 
to the fruit trade of Canada. English | 
dealers now have more confidence in 
the marking and packing of Vanadian 
apples, andthe result is seen in the 
difference in price between Canadiag | 
and American apples. Canadian ap- 
ples bring a bigher price in the Bri- 
tish market than American ones, in 
consequence of the better quality of 
the goods, the superior transportation 
service, and the improvements in pack- 
ing. 

One fails to find anything of this 
kind in the Borden platform, and the 
Tories did nothing of the sort in their 
revolutionary days. 

Telephone Companies. 

The question as tothe best policy 
for a government to pursue in regard 
to the telephone companies, as affect—| 
ing the Dominion as a whole, ia an im- 
portant one, and there are many in- 
terests and aspects peculiar to it that 
make aconsideration of tne subject 
very interesting, when framing a pol- 
icy or legislation dealing with the 
matter, 

Conditions Differ.Here. 

Conditions in Canada with regard 
to the telephone situation are rapidly 
changing. Until a few years ago, the 
business was entirely in the hands of 
one corporation, the Bell Telephone 
Company, this was because the patents 
for the telephone invention were con- 
trolled by the one syndicate of men or 
company. Today what is known a; 
the Independent movement is spreading 
in all directions, andthere are now 
many associations or companies of 
local men in townships and villages 
formed for the purpose of giving a 
local telephone service. 


Many Independent Phohes. 

In Canada, the latest information 
given out by the secretary of thé as- 
sociation formed by those engaged in 
this Independent movement, showed 
295 Independent companies or associa: 
tions in the Dominion of Canada. O' 
this number 115 are in the province of 
Ontario, and about 41 in Quebec. 


What Happened in West. 

In the west the Government of Man- 
itoba has adopted the policy of build: 
ing trunk lines and assisting munici- 
palities by guaranteeing debentures 
for the instalation of loca! telephone 
systems. Inthe Province of Alberta 
the Government has also adopted « 
telephone policy under which they pro- 
posed to construct trunk and toll lines 
aod, if necessary, instal local plants iu 
The Provinocs 
of Saskatchewan is proceeding upon 
similar lines. 

Thesé western provinces were able 
to deal withthe telephone question 
from a different standpoint from wha’ 
was possible inthe east, as in these 
new provinces the Bell Company hal 
uot become established to sucha wide 
extent, and many of the mupicipali- 
ties throughout the settled district 
were without telephone service. The 
The Government of the west, therefore. 
had @ fiield, that in comparison with 
Ontario or Quebec, had small vested 
interests or rights to be consid-red, 
aud it was possible for them at th 
commencement to lay down a& policy 
for the construction of government 
telephone lines, apd tke insrallation ot | 
government loca! exchanges, or to as- 
sist the municipalities to establish 
such exchanges,

titled to. There is much to criticize 
in the policy which has characterised 
the conduct of this business in the 
past. but it must ba remembered that 
this great invention was developed and 
the business extended at an immense 
expenditure of time money, and energy. 

Whatever may be said regarding 
goverpmeot ownership of the tele- 
phones in European countries it 
should be remembered that conditions 
there and in Canada are not the same, 
The closest conditions to ours for com- 
parison are those in the United States | 
and the Independent movement creat- 
ing competition seeins to be the sores 
tion of the difficulty. One expert tes 
tified beforethe Mulock Dovimienios 
that neiteer the United States nor 
Canada was rich enough to own the. 
telephone systems and give the proper | 
service and development, The chief 
cemplaint in Canada is the excessive 
charge over long-distance wires, This 
may be remedied in tims by the Rail- 
way Commission.

‘country, expends $6,000,000 annually 
‘upon this branch of the service, and 
it is fair to assume that the system of 
meat inspection in force in the United 
States has contributed hargely to such 
consumption by the Bris people. 
As the live stock indwstty is the 
mainstay of agriculture, it is impor- 
tant topote that the Department of 
Agriculture is strenuously engaged in 
stamping out disease, especially glan- 
ders. This policy has been expensive, 
but the results justify the expenditure. 
The Imperial! authorities bave thought 
‘so wall of the Canadian method that 
'they have also adopted the mallein 
| test, slaughtering the reactors and 
|paying compensaiion for horses de- 
i stroyed.

Situation Complicated. 

While the westeru ygoveruments 
lave deemed it wise to embark in the 
telephone business, in theeffort to yive 
to all classes in the community this 
@eility, it does not follow that a policy 
could be laid down by the Dominion 
Government which would be best for 
ali concerned, or one that would work 
out to the best interests of all the peo- 
ple. 

The very fact that the independent 
movement has made such rapid pro. 
gress in the last two or three years. 
and the fact that the western govern: 
ments have adopted the policy indicat: 
ed greatly complicates the situation 
when considered from a Dominion 
standpoint, and mukes it a question 
which will have to receive the most 
careful consideration when traming # 
policy or preparing legislation. 

Tne telephones has become a social 
and business necessity, and the aim 
of every goveroment or municipality 
should be directed towards improviug 
and cheapening the service. The ef- 
forts of a government should be to re 
move as far as possible anything that 
tends to keep from the farmer in the 
rural districts or from the citizen in 
the city or town a good telephone ser- 
at a moderate figure. 

Telephones in Ganada, 

The statistics secured through the 
Mulock Commiesion showed that in 
Canada there was one telephone for 
every 100 of the population, whereas 
in the United States, in the State o' 
Ohio, there was gne telephone for 
or 13 of the population ; in lowa, 
one telephone for eyery ]1; Indiana, 
one for every 12; and so on. This 
would indicate that in the States men- 
tioned the telephone had been brougbt 
within reach of all c!asses in the com: 
munity. The figur:s hold good with 
rural districts as iu the cities. 

Competition Solyed Problem. 

TPhis condition was pot brought 
about by government gwnorship, but 
by independent movement. That is, 
by the citizens taking the matter up, 
organizing a company, purchasing ap- 
paratus from independent manufac- 
turers. and serying themselves witha 
telephone at # reasonable price. In 
other words, it wyas competition that 
brought the telephone into almost 
every farm house in some of the States, 
and gavethe people of the towns and 
cities a good service at a fair rate.

An Ancient Goncrete Bridge In the 
South of France.

Whereas the Municipal Council of the

Dry In the Open Air, 





‘TRYING FOR NEW DESIGNS.

Staffs of Artists Continually Devising 
Color Schemes to Be Worked Out In 
Fire—The Construction of the Set 
Piecee—Work of the Chemists. 


The first step in manufacturing fire- 
works ts the making of the cases, or 
shells, as the cylinders or other recep- 
tacies in which the explosives and the 
chemicals are placed are ¢alled. Prac- 
ticaHy ali of these are made of innou- 
merable sheets of tissue paper pasted 
and rolled together until the thickness 
required ts attained. Most of these 
cases are made by machinery and are 
delivered as wanted to the places 
where they are to be filled or charged 
with the materials that have been pre- 
pared. All the charging is done by 
machinery except in the big shells that 
throw forth sets of stars of varying 
colors. In these each “star” has to be 
placed in a certain position so as to 
explode in just the right way at the 
proper instant. 

Out of doors in pleasant weather the 
long lines of fuse—“‘quick match” they 
are called—are made. These are wound 
on reels six or seven feet across, Their 
basis ts loose cotton cord covered with 
various highly inflammable chemicals. 
“Quick match,” roman candles and a 
number of other pyrotechnic products 
cannot be dried by artificial heat. They 
must lie in the open air until the mois- 
ture wsed in mixing the chemicals 
evaporates. 

All the year around the artists on 
the staf of the pyrotechnic manufac- 
turers are taxing their brains design- 
ing color schemes to be worked out in 
fire. Outside of the big set pieces, 
which are mach in vogue, a great deal

How the Burmese Made Fire. 

One day «2 Burmese” messenger 
brought me a note. While he was 
waiting for the reply 1 observed an 
object something like a boy’s pop- 
gun suspended around his waist. On 
asking what it. was he showed me that 
it was an implement for producing 
fire. It was a rude example of a sci- 
entific instrument employed by lec- 
turers at home to illustrate the pro- 
duction of heat by suddenly con+press- 
ed air. A piston fitted into the tube. 
The former was hollowed ut the lower 
end and smeared with wax to receive a 
piece of cotton or tinder, which when 
pressed into it adhered. The tube was 
closed at one end. Placing the piston 
at the top of the tube, with a smart 
blow he struck it down and imme. 
diately withdrew it with the tinder on 
fire, the sudden compression of the air 
having ignited it. J was much 
struck with the scientific ingenuity of 
this rude implement that | procured 
it from the Burman and sent it to the 
Asiatic society of Bengal, with a short 
description of its uses.—“Recollections 
of My Life,” by Surgeon General Sir 
John Fayer.

CATARACT. 


Among the diseases which“are be- 
lieved to belong peculiarly and of 
right to old age, cataract is perhaps 
the most frequent. It is true there 
are cases of cataract in young chil- 
dren, apd one may even be born 
blind, the absence of sight being 
due to non-transparency of the 

crystalline lens, but nine-tenths, 
at least, of the sufferers from this 
affection are pasv sixty years of 
age, and most of these have ex- 
ceeded the limit of threescore and 
ten. ' : 
A cataract is an opaque condi- 
| tion of the crystalline lens, the body 
lying just behind the pupil. The 
opacity may exist in the body of 
the lens itself, or it may form 4 
layer on its surface just beneath 
the capsule enclosing it. The cause 
of cataract is variously stated, but 
most authorities are agreed in re- 
garding the «pacity as a result of 
t'e vain efforts of the lens to 
change its shape in order to focus 
the rays of light exactly at the 
retina and so secure distinct vis- 
ion. In youth this can be done 
‘readily by the little muscles with- 
‘in the eyeball, but as the years go 
on, the lens gets harder and less 
‘readily changes its shape, and soon 
after forty it is so hard that per- 
fect accommodation, as this change 
‘cf shape is called, is impossible. |
